THE NEW MARINE HOSPITAL 


A Report on the Subject Which is of 
Especial interest. 
When the Post-Vispatcs began its crusade

and suppurating wounds healed slowly; erysipelas 
often ollowed the placing of pauients suffering from 
their Open sores in the wards For these reasons 
tue construction of new pavillon wards was deter- 
mined upon and they have been completed during 
the present year, and the expenses for their con- 
struction nave teen paid from ibe marine hospital 
fund. The total cost of the work, except heating 
apparatus, has been $83,710 70, and wuen the heat 
ing and laundry apparatus shail have been com 
pleted. the nospitai Will ve new throughout and on 
à par with the vest of the service. While the work 
was going on che patients were again returned to 
the oid building. As a coufirimation for the necessity 
for tue work toe following telegram from Surgeon 
Fessenden, dated Muy 2, 184, is seif-expiana- 
tory: 

“Two cases of erysipelas lately developed in old 
building. Cannot gas fixtures and apparatus for 
heating water be immediately put in new wards and 
pauents transferred!“

“Yes,” said he, “I do not believe that there ars 
four slop-carts in the whole city of Vienna. and the 
rarbage taken away has to be carried fully six 
miles before it can be 2 Lou see 
in Vienna, perhaps more than any other 
city in the world, the people live in flats, many 
being in the the third and fourth stories As there 
were no elevators at first, the work of carrying 
slops up and down very soon found its own reme- 
dy. Tae custom of burning the solid slops soon 
spread, and in a very little time was general 
threughou* the city. You see the waste products 
of cooking have in themselves a deal of fats, and 
taken as a whole. when the fluids are drained off, 
broken victuals and food fragments make a very 
fair fuel. The ordinary way is to 
work the fire in the cook stove up to a good degree 
of heat, and then put the solid siops in.

Loxpox, February 10.—A dispatch from Korti, 
dated February 9, says: Lord Beresford returned in 
safety to Gubat, bringing with him Colonel Wilson 
and party, who were stranded on an island some 


fetching away the stranded party. The rebels on 
the river banks kept up & constant firing, and 
shortly after the party embarked a bullet from a 
rebel's rifle pierced the boiler of the steamer. It 
was found necessary to anchor under fire and make 
repairs. The British fire, however, now took effect 
and the rebels were repulsed. 
DETAILS OF WILSON'S RESCUE. 

Lord Wolseley telegraphs further particulars of 
Beresford’s rescue of Col. Wilson. When the 
steamer had gone down the river about three miles 
a battery of the enemy ou the left bank opened fire, 
which was kept up while the steamer anchored for 
repairs. Meanwhile Col. Wilson, with a small party 

took four guns, and landed on the right bank. The 
party marched down the river till directly opposite 
the battery, put guns in position and opened fire. 


Much assistance was thus rendered Lord Charles in 


keeping the fire of theenemy down. At sunset Col. 


Wilson and party marched on three miles farther | 


down the river and halted for the night. They 
were joined by Lord Charles. the following morning. 
The steamer, meanwhile, had another engagement 
with the rebel battery, but succeeded in passing it 
witbout serious barm. Col. Wilson and party 
were again taken on board and the steamer 
PROCEEDED TO GUBAT 
without further difficulty. During the passage 
from the island to Gubat one man was killed, and 
seven injured. Of the injured four were natives, 
scalded in the engine room. Lord Wolseley con 
cludes his dispatch with these words: “I cannot 
speak too highly of the pluck of Lord Charles 
Beresford and his party.

Baum, the Texas Cotton Fraud, Recapt- 

ured by the Kailroad’s Detectives. 
The readers of the Post-Dispatcs will remember 
the famous case of fraudulent bills of lading for 
cotton, which was managed by a number of Dallas, 
Texas, parties against Eastern cotton firms, and 
which was exposed in October, 1883. After the ex- 
posure the parties fled to different parts of the 
country, but were recaptnred in a bunoh in 
a secluded swamp in Mississippi three 
months later. The four ring leaders were Easton, 


agent of the Texas Pacific at Dallas, and his three 
pals, Commack, Lowenstein and Baum. The cases 
were called ast month at Dallas and all the de- 
fendants responded as their names were called ex- 
cepting F. haum who was under a bond to appear in 
the sum of 890.000 The court declared the bond for- 


feited, and the other cases went to trial. 
Baum's friends gave out that he 
had gone to Australia, but a keen 


watch of the mail received by his friends in Dallas 
was kept up by the railroad and city detectives un- 
til it was agreed among the thief hunters that the 
letters coming from Chatham, Ont., were from no 
other than the badly wanted Baum. The steal 
amounted to $121,000, and the railroad was in duty 
bound to recapture and make an example of this 
particular fugitive, as he had done all the negotiat- 
ing with the Eastern buyers. The early part of 
last week Thos. Furlong, the chief of the railroad 
secret service, quietly left the city accompanied 
by Chief of Police Arnold of las, who knew 
Baum well. In a few days after their arrival in 
Canada, Baum was traced to Chatham and on Sat- 
urday h.s capture was effected, although the news 
was not sent to the frowt until this afternoon. The 
re: son for withhoiding the information was to pro- 
cure the extradition papers, which bave all been

New and Interesting Facts About the Vege- 
table Fiber—Liberty Bell, the Mascot of 
the World’s Fair—The Chinese and Their 
Exhibit—Miserable Condition of the Mis 
souri Display—Secial Gossip. 


Special Correspondence of the Post-Dispatch. 

New Or.LeEans, LA.. February 10.—It seems to me 
that Cotton Centennial Exposition would have 
been just the name for this Exposition. Cotton, 
cotton, one sees everywhere. In the show-windows 
down-town and up-town, in little and big stores it is 
there in every shape. A bursting boll pinned to a 
magnolia leaf, little bales done up in silk and satin. 
Fruit-stands are trimmed with it, signs made out 
of it. In the Government Building, in Mississippi, 
there is a little cotton pagoda, a regular snow-house, 
In the pagoda under a glass case you see a large 
artificial cotton plant, covered with closed and 
bursting bolls, and pink and white flowers. The 
flowers come out white, and in a few days 
turn pink. Cotton and grain, grain and cotton, 
and the South and West seem to lift their heads high 
and most gracefully. In China the exhibit is chiefly 
illustrative of the cotton industry, and not of all the 
industrial arts as it was at the Centennial; and most 
of the foreign exhibits are not so extensive as at the 
Centennial So they say who have been to the Cen- 
tennial. Centennial, Centennial, you hear that on 
every side. 

COMPARISONS ARE ODIOUS. 

This Exposition thinks and objects to forever hav- 
ing the Centennial thrown in its teeth, and I don't 
wonder. Besides, even if the foreign exhibits are 
less extensive, the government building, Mexico and 
Central America make up for it, and I dare say will 
develop features, distinctive and important, that the 
Centennial never dreamed of. Mr. McClure 
of the Philadelphia Times first turned 
the tide in favor of the New Orleans Exposition. 
The M's—mud. mules, mulattos and molasses—are an 
oid story. The sun has dried up the mud, the mules 
have stopped 88 the tracks and sticking in 
the streets. The Mascot proposes to substitute 
Mullen and mismanagemeut. en it says, 
they had, but have sent most of that article to the 
North in the shape of taffy, but I guess the Mascot 
is illnatured. Who objects to a little taffy? Phila- 
delphia stood by New Orleans very prettily as well 
as sweetlv. Ithink. The Liberty Bell has proved a 
mascot' to the Exposition. Scattered clouds and 
drawn crowds made Major Burke a shade less gray 
and haggard. Listening to Mr. McClure spea 
the other day, he stopped gnawing, and, 
dragging his mustache, actually smiled 

looked elastic, lif ed up. as if the worid 
or the World's Fair vas off his shoulders. The 
energy, perseverance, absorption of the man has a 
kind of fascination.

But about the cotton in China 
t was first introduced into that country from India, 
I be ieve, in 1864. The tilling and manufacturing is 
still very primitive. The exhibit shows models of 
hinery and life-sized figures of ple at work. 
They sow the seed about the end of April, and the 
tiling is done with a tiree-pronged hve or with a 
ough, whichis nothing more than a crooked 
ranch with an iron plate attached, and turns up 
the soil only a few inches. Of course this is all very 
slow and laborious, but the soil is cuitivated in 
small patches; every family has a little spot of its 
own, and labor is plentiful and living simple, 
as simple as the implements. In a district near 
Shang when cotton was still a new thing, 
the people were very much indebted to a woman 
named Huang. She first taught them to make 
their crops profitable, by inventing a spinning-wheel 
and showing them how to weave colored threads 
into patterns. The people adorned her. After her 
death they erected a temple to her memory and 
wo before her image. Which all sounds 
rather nice and civilized in beathen China, of course 
substituting monument and memorial service for 
temple and worship. I couldn't help but wonder 
what big Chief Gaul and some Chinese, who had 
wandered from their court, thougnt of the Liberty 
Bell last week, bedecked with flowers and attended 
by a guard of honor.

VERY DISMAL. 


A Contemplation of the Last Gas Decision 
and its Effects. 

“Does yesterday's Supreme Court decision in any 
wise affect the legai status of the St. Louis Gas 
Light Company?” asked a Post-DispaTca reporter 
this morning of City Counselor Bell. 

“Not in the least. It simply gives to the gas 
company a judgment forthe value of gas burned 
by the city between 1607 and 1873, and touches no 
other question. It simply says the city owes that 
bill and must pay it. 

“On what ground did the city fight the claim!“ 

“We never denied that the gas was used, or that 
the debt was created, but we set up a counter claim. 
We held that, in failing to appoimt appraisers in 
1865, and in failiag to enable the city to exercise the 
right to buy the works in that year as provided by 
the gas company's charter, the company involved 
the city in damages far in excess of che amount of 


the claim. The court Bi aply holds that 
the contract of 1573 was conc!usive as to a that 
preceded it, and that as that contract pro- 
vided for the payment of this bill, the city is es- 


topped from denying its liavility. This result was 
anticipated over a year ago by the city's officers, 
aud you may remember that a compromise was 
theu proposed. A bill was introduced in the Coun- 
cil and passed, providing for tas insurance by the 
city to the gas Company of 960 bonds of $1,000 each, 
which amount was to be accepted by the company 
as payment in full of all ot its claims. The bonds 
were to be 4 per cents, and were to run for twenty 
years, as this would be a saving of about $150,000 on 
the company’s claims in the four suits then pend- 
ing. and as the company had signified its willing- 
ness to accept, it is r 1 regretted that the ordi- 
nance was not passed. It did pass the Counci 
failed in the House. ä 8 

Oniy one of the four cases mentioned by Mr. Bell 
has been yet decided, but, as the otuer three invoive 
virtually the same quest on, it is almost an absolute 
ceriainty that the judgment of the court will ve the 
same in each, and that the to al judgments against 
the city will be about $1,100,000, That is to say, it 
has lost fuliy $500,000 in interest, attorneys’ fees 
and court costs, in an effort to defeat a ciaim for 
gas that was burned in the puviic lamps. Thus does 
the municipality continue to reap the results of 
the old and infamous tripartite contract.
